CENSUS FIGURES ON FARM MORTGAGES. 


Report of Superintendent Porter on Real- 
Estate Records, 

Wasuinetos, D. C., Nov. 21.—[Special.]— 
Many inquiries are made from the West about 
the census figures on farm mortgages: The 
statistics are not available yet, but some 
points ofinterest may be given. Superintend- 
ent Porter’s annual report, which is just out, 
gives some information. An abstract of the 
report was published when first submitted. 
The farm mortgage matter, however, was not 
fully discussed. Supermtendent Porter says: 

The worst real-estate records in the United 
States are in the South, where it is generally the 
custom of public officers to record conveyances in 
manuscript without any headings to indicate 
Deeds, mortgages, detds of 
trust, trustees’ deeds, vendors’ liens, crop liens, 
bonds for deeds, chattel mortgages, releases, quit- 
claim deeds, and all the many kinds of Instru- 
ments are generally recorded without desctiptive 
headings, without classification. and in thé same 
books, so that it has been necessary to send a 
special agent throughout almost the entire South 
to examine the records of all instruments in order 
to find those that represent indebtedn 

In New England and the Middle States the rec- 
ords have been kept somewhat better than im the 
South, but the large number of incumbraudes to 
called for a correspondingly 
large expenditure of money. Inthe West the rec- 
ords have been well kept, but throughout that 
region a difficulty of great proportions was en- 
countered. It is there the custom, 
rowing of money, to give a secon 
secure a portion of the interest. 

The most difficult fact of all to ascertain has 
been the rate of interest, and in many 8 
has been impossible to obtain this 
‘formation from the 
usury laws, perhaps to conceal the trué rate 
from the borrower, and to give the loan- 
ing agent a commission out of the rate of interest, 
contracts are so worded and contrived that they 
do not reveal the true rate; indeed, in many coun- 
ties of the South mortgages state that the loans 
that they secure bear no interest at all. although 
as a matter of fact the rate of interest that is act- 
ually paid is from 10 to % per cent. 

Soon after the field work was commen 
cat mortgages came to light here and there. 
These mortgages were often for large amounts 
and served only to delay and increase expense. 
Another class of mortgages productive of the 
same results have been those that covered person- 
al property as well as real estate, especially ranch 
property in the Far West.

Early and Rare Bibles, 

A valuable and interesting feature of the col- 
lection are the early and rare editions of the 
Bible, of which there are eighty-cight. Among 
the Latin Bibles is the one printed at Venice in 
1476, and another, also printed at Venice in 1480, 
on vellum and illuminated throughout and with 
many miniatures, The only other copy of this 
edition is in the Bibliothdque Nationale at Paris. 
Of the early English Bibles it has the Great Bi- 
ble,“ 1539; Cranmer’s Bible, 1541; Matthews’ re- 
vision of Coverdale’s, called the Bugge Bible,” 
1549; Coverdale’s, revised by Jugge, 1568; the 
“ Bishops’ Bible, 1535; another copy of the same, 
1595; the Genevan version, 1609; the first edition 
of King James’ version, the He Bible,” so called, 
1611; and the second edition, printed the same 
year, called the “ She Bible.” 

There are also several early editions in German, 
Dutch, and French; and, with intervening 
editions, Doré’s Bible, 1866, in two v bound 
in the most luxurious style by Capé. Among the 
New Testaments in English are the first edition 
of Tyndall’s, 1541; Beza’s, 1583; and Wygjiffe’s, 
first printed in 1848. 

In illustration of the Bible, there are twelve 
sets of engravings by the most eminent artists, 
covering the period from 1551 to 1854. 

Of the Incunabula, or books printed before the 
year 1500, there area large number in excellent 
condition and the most sumptuous bindings. 
Among the earliest are St. Augustinus, Dr. Civi- 
tati Dei, 1468; Lactantius Opera, 1468; Cesar 
Commentaria, 1471. To enumerate all the authors 
and the choice editions of their works would be 
largely to reproduce the catalogue, 

Choice Art Bigdings. 


During the last twenty-five yearsthe demand 
and prices of this class of books and manuscripts 
have greatly advanced, and the books themselves 
are not in the market. This is especially true of 
the choice art bindings of the last three centuries 
and a half, in which department of art Mr. Pro- 
basco’s collection is exceedingly rich. I appenda 
list of the eminent binders whose work is repre- 
sented in the collection, and the number of speci- 
mens of each. 

It will be seen that the individuals and firms 
number sixty-eight, and that it is a full repre 
sentative list of the celebrated binders from the 
time of Grolier to that of Trautz-Bauzonnet and 
Bedford. The catalogue does not profess to have 
identified all the binders who have executed the 
rich art work in the collection.

And if this scheme proves successful the 
Gould combination will allow the Canadian 
Pacific such differential rates as will induce it 
to let the American roads establish as high 
rates as they please, The combination is now 
said to be fishing for the control of the Rock 
Island and Burlington roads, as it needs those 
lines to control every outlet west 
from the Missouri River. The few lines 
east of the Missouri River not already under 
their control can then be easily subjugated, as 
those roads could not compete for trans- 
Missouri traffic without joining the combina- 
tion. 

It is stated on apparently good authority 
that an alliance has been formed between the 
interests represented by Jay Gould, the Van- 
derbilts, C. P. Huntington, the Standard Oil 
people, Drexel, Morgan & Co., and Kidder, 
Peabody & Co. by which all the railroads 
owned or controlled by them, individually or 
jointly, will be operated * ractically 
under Gould’s direction.

“CRUEL AND UNUSUAL PUNISHMENT.” 


ew York’s Electrocution Law Assailed Be- 
fore the United States Supreme Court. 

Wasutnatox, D. C., Nov. 21.—The case of 
the Japanese Shibuya Jugiro, who is confined 
in Sing Sing Prison under sentence of death by 
means of electricity, was argued before the 
United States Supreme Court today. The 
case comes here on appeal from a decis- 
ion of the United States Circuit Court 
for the Southern District of New 
York, declining to grant the writ of habeas 
corpus which the counsel for Jugiro had 
sought to obtain to compel Warden Brush to 
release the prisoner. question at issue is 
the validity of the: New York electrocution 
law, and the case is a sequel to the Kemmler 
execution, Roger M. Sherman, who was 
counsel for Kemmler, and who now represents 
Jugiro, basing his application for a writ 
of habeas corpus on ground that the exe- 
cution of Kemmler demonstrated that elec- 
tricity was not an instantaneous and painless 
method of death. It is asserted that the New 
York law violates provision of the Federal 
Constitution forbidding “cruel and unusual 
punishment,” and if is for that reason uncon- 
stitutional and void. Attorney-General Tabor 
represents the State and Mr. Sherman the 
prisoner. | 

The argument was opened by Mr. Sherman. 
Justice Field interrupted the argument and 
asked if it were counsel’s contention that, as- 
suming the law to be valid, it was to be exe- 
cuted in an unlawful way. 

Mr. Sherman responded. that that was his 
primary contention in the case, and that he 
was fortified in his view by a decision ina 
Virginia case.

MOST OF THEM ARE SILENT, 


Not Much Interest Taken in the Women- 
Delegates Question. 

The Methodists are not taking any interest 
in the pending election on the admission of 
women as delegates to the General Confer- 
ence, according to the Rev. Frank Bristol.

Tas report of railroad earnings in the United 
States for October is mych less discouraging 
than was expected by the bear interest. More 
than one-fourth of all the roads show a de- 
crease as compared with the same month last 
year, but the trunk lines are the only group 
that shows a falling off, and that only of 3 per 
cent. The total earnings of 146 lines aggre- 
gated $48,534,859, or 4.1 per cent increase, with 
a gain of only 2.6 per cent in mileage, so that 
the actual gross earnings per mile are slightly 
larger than those of a year previously, though 
October, 1889, wus a phenomenal month. The 
gross earnings of 138 lines for the first ten 
months of the year aggregated $393,251,298, 
being a gain of 9.18 per cent over the corre- 
sponding time in 1889, which in turn gained 
10 per cent over 1888. Every one of the groups 
has registered a gain for the ten months, the 
trunk line 3.4 per cent being the least, and the 
Southwestern 14 per cent the greatest. These 
figures may be accepted as indicating that the 
average railroad stock is not worth less now 
than in the latter part of last year, and that if 


prices then were no higher than they ought to 
have been a further decline now should not be 
looked for. 


NO ROOM FOR PANIC. 

The alleged utterance of an Eastern bank 
President to the effect that he believed this to 
be the beginning of another panic such as 
followed the Jay Cooke crash in 1873 was 
much talked about in financial circles yester- 
day. The general opinion expressed was that 
the idea is without real foundation in fact, and 
therefore unwise. That the fears of the 
speaker got the better of his judgment for the 


moment must be admitted by nearly every 
one who understands the leading facts of the 


situation. The conditions of today are 80 
much stronger and more solid than those of 
seventeen years ago that far greater forces 
would have to be applied to effect the over- 
turn of our financial fabric. The slight 
shaking due to an earth tremor does not in- 
terfere with its stability. 

Within the last few weeks a vast aggregate 
of supposed capital has vanished into thin air. 
Properties thought to be worth thousands of 
millions of dollars are discovered to have 
been badly overvalued, and the difference 
comes out of the pockets or bank accounts of 


men rated as rich, most of whom are far 


poorer for the wholesale revision in the price 
lists. A large percentage has been sunk be- 
yond recall, and another portion has changed 
hands, but is still available capital in the 
hands of other than the recent owners. But 
speaking in a broad way the whole of this was 
surplus, and most of it of the kind that can 
be spared without more than temporarily m- 
terfering with the commerce or industries of 
the country. We have simply returned to 
values which a while ago were re- 
garded as normal ones, have not witnessed 
the intense shrinkage that accompanied and 
followed previous panics, and are not likely 


to do so, as in the United States there is no 


currency inflation to be squeezed out in addi- 
tion to the speculative water or wind that is 
injected by trading in property on the margin 
plan. The situation is worse in other coun- 
tries, but even there is not nearly so bad as 
the accounts may be thought by some to indi- 
cate. A short-lived boom in Argentina has 
finished its course, but it was cut down like a 
flower several months ago, and the selling 
values of those securities“ long since set- 
tied down to a low point in the marts of 
Europe. The necessity of meeting indebted- 
ness thus incurred swamped the Barings and 
bore 80 hardly on many other investors that 
they were obliged to realize on their holdings 
of American properties, the plethora of offer- 
ings causing the break here. But those liabil- 
ities have all been assumed by firms of un- 
questionable responsibility, and the load may 
be described as taken off the market. ‘I'he re- 
sult here has been a squeezing out of the 
water injected by unwise speculation during 
the early part of the year, and that is all. 

The projected consolidation of railroad in- 
terests may lead to a material reduction in 
the work of constructing new lines and thus 
affect several of. the industries which are 
partially dependent on that for activity. But 
it is important to remember that rails no 
longer form the greater portion of the output 
from iron-works, for which reason those in- 
dustries would not ve paralyzed by a cessa- 
tion of railroad ‘building. In other directions 
there is no apparent reason to apprehend 
trouble. The farming classes are certainly 
not less prosperous now than for seyeral years 
past, having obtained far better prices for the 
smaller volume of crop surplus they had on 
hand, and there is plenty of capital in the cities. 
The people of the United States have $1,000,- 
000,000 of their own money in circulation, 
and the aggregate of foreign money invested 
in properties here has been so much reduced 
by recent liquidation that it is more likely to 
be increased than further diminished now 
that the pressure to meet the Argentine pay- 
ments is over. Hence there is no occasion to 
borrow trouble, though no doubt the prudent

wich lines stretching to the Atlantic seaboard. 
With the Vanderbilt lines joining in the grand 
plan there would be secured the control of so 
much territory as to make it easy to 
suggest if not dictate terms for all the rest. 
Or if that point be not reached now it would 
seem that comparatively little additional 
drawing in would be necessary to its realiza- 
tion. 

Two important changes would follow such 
a sweeping change in railroad management as 
is involved in this junction of interests. First, 
an abolition of present methods of under- 
cutting for the purpose of obtaining business, 
and if possible a general raising of rates, 
Second, a cessation of the work of railroad 
extension, particularly in the building of 
parallel lines to compete needlessly with those 
now in existence, The latter would involve 


an exercise of controlling power outside, such 


as can only be wielded by men having a vast 
accumulation of wealth well concentrated, 
and the former might bring about a bitter, 
opposition from the people, taking the shape 
of an imperative appeal to the laws passed for 
their protection against the evils of a monop- 
oly of transpurtation facilities. 

It is hard to say how quickly the people 
would be heard from in such a case or how 
soon their plaint would be heeded. But there 
need be no doubt of its prevalence in the end. 


THE LAKE-FRONT AND JACKSON PARK. 

It seems to be settled now that Jackson 
Park and the Lake-Front will constitute the 
Pair site proper, with the Midway Plaisance 
and Washington Park for overflow purposes. 
There are good reasons why the powers that 
be should return to their first love, Jackson 
Park. Chief of these is the fact that it is ac- 
cessible by water as well as by land. Scores 
of boats will ply between the northern and 
sotithern termini of the Fair, and every pas- 
senger they carry will diminish the stress and 
strain on the railroads, which might otherwise 


be crowded unpleasantiy at times. When the 


weather is pleasant all who do not wish to 
make the trip from one end of the Exposition 
to the other in the smallest possible number 
of minutes will prefer the water route. In 
the next place the lake is the solitary scenic 
attraction of Chicago, and therefore it should 
be made to play as prominent a part in the 
Fair as possible. The broad expanse of Lake 
Michigan, white with sails and ruffled by cool- 
ing breezes, will form a beautiful background 
for the Fair buildings. 

Jackson Park having been settled on, fur- 
ther action on the part of the Legislature and 
the South Park district is necessary. At the 
special session the latter was allowed to issue 
half a million in bonds, Twice that had been 
agreed on, but the amount was cut down at 
the dictation of some West Side malcontents. 
It was a mistake which should be remedied 
by the General Assembly as soon as possible, 
so that the voters of the district may give 
their consent at the spring election to the issue 
of additional bonds. The voters of the towrs 
of South Chicago, Hyde Park, and Lake will 
give it unhesitatingly, for the interest on the 
bonds will be only $20,000 a year, which will 
not add two cents on the hundred dollars to 
their taxes. The half million already voted 
clearly 1s not enough. Half of it will be used 
in the construction of the sea wall and land- 
ings, and only $210,000 will be available for 
use on the park proper. It is not justice, 
however, that anything which will improve 
the park permanently should be paid for by 
the Fair directors to the detriment of their 
building fund, Work which is temporary and 
will leave no trace behind when the Fair is 
over they should pay for, but nothing more. 

So much for Jackson Park. As for the 
Lake-Front part of the site, it having been 
settled beyond controversy that there is to be 
no money wasted in filling and piling and 
throwing viaducts across the tracks, it is easy 
to see what use should be made of the land 
west of them. The Council assented to the 
construction of buildings from Monroe street 
to Park row, but the property-owners object 
to putting any south of Jackson. That leaves 
available for an Art Building, however, the 
strip 800 feet long and 220 feet wide between 
Monroe and Jackson, covering substantially 


the site of the present Exposition Building. 
There should be erected there a handsome 


structure which may be three or four 
stories high and which will be iarge 
enough. to accommodate all who may 
visit it during the Fair. When that is 
and 
one 400-foot section be used thenceforth by 
the city for its public library. The use of the 
other half could be turned over to the Art 
Institute, the fee remaining in the city. The 
Institute is willing to contribute something 
toward the erection of a beautiful edifice 


which will be its permanent home and the 


shelter of the valuable collections it has made 
already. The Fair directors will have no bes- 
itation about spending on the Art Building all 
the money that will be needed to make it a 
credit to Chicago, because the cost of con- 
struction will be paid out of the city’s refund. 

The more attractive the building is and the 
better it draws during the Exposition the 
larger will the city’s receipts from the gate- 
money be. 

In order that the members of the Art In- 
stitute may take a more lively interest in the 
Art Building and may aid in its erection it 
would be well for the Council to declare now 
that it will accept the building as a part of 
the city’s refund. The constitutional amend- 
ment, after declaring that the corporate 

‘authoritles shall be repaid at the close of the 
Fair as large a proportionate amount of the 
aid given by them as is repaid to the stock- 
holders on their subscriptions, says: 

Said authorities may take in whole or in 


part, of the sum coming to them, any permanent 
2 ya placed on land held or controlled 
y them. 


It was under this provision that the Council 
pledged itself in its ordinance of Sept. 15 to 
pay two millions out of the refund to cover 
the cost of piling and filling to be done by the 
directors. As they have decided to waste no 
money in the outer harbor that pledge amounts 
to nothing, and instead of it the Council should 
promise to accept permanent Lake-Front 
buildings as part of the city’s refund. There 
is little question that this would be done, 
promise or no promise, after the Fair was 
over. The people would never tolerate the 
tearing down of a beautiful structure on the 
Lake-Front to the damage of the city and the 
detriment of the stockholders. But no harm

get the benefit of the energy and ability of the 
managers and wilt do ‘better than if ales 
manded a fixed rental.

If any confirmation of the judicious- 
ness of its choice were needed it would be 
found in the charming, well-worded, and well- 
timed address of Mrs. Palmer in which she 
accepted the honor extended to her, Ordina- 
rily one would not expect a success of this 
kind from a lady whose time is devoted 
largely to social responsibilities and the ad- 
ministration of a home, and who has not had 
the opportunities for the executive and par- 
liamentary duties required in the responsible 
office she has assumed, Yet here is a chef- 
d‘ceuvre of Presidential speechmaking, short, 
pertinent, genial, and fitted to the occasion, 
illuminated with humor and flashing with sly 
hits at the companion organization to which 
it is a tender, begun most felicitously and 
closed at just the right place. Even President 
Palmer, with all his flowing speech and 
courtly style, must acknowledge that his own 
address in calling the ladies together yields to 
Mrs. Palmer's in grace and charm.

THE NEWBERRY LIBRARY’S LATEST AC- 
QUISITION. 

As will be seen by the communication of 
Dr. W. F. Poole, Librarian of the Newberry 
Library, addressed to its trustees, Messrs. 
Blatchford and Bradley, that institution has 
been enriched by the purchase of the private 
library of Henry Probasco, Esq., of Cincin- 
nati, which is probably the largest and rarest 
private collection of books and manuscripts 
in the United States, as it is the most sumptu- 
ous of any in art-bindings, executed by ga 7 
masters. | 

Dr. Poole’s communication calls attent | on 
to some of the conspicuous treasures among 
the thousands of volumes in this great collec- 
tion. It is specially rich in the best and rar- 
est editions and in the finest bindings, the Jat- 
ter being a distinct specialty. It contains 
among other rare editions thirteen of Shaks- 
peare, including the first, second, and fourth 
folios; ten of Homer, beginning with the 
famous Aldus (Venice) edit:on of 1517; nine 
of Dante, beginning with that of 1477 ; eight of 
Horace, beginning with the Aldus of 1509; 
eleven of Petrarch, ranging from 1478 to 1732; 
four old editions of Cervantes in Spanish and 
three in English; four of La Fontaine, begin- 
ning with 1755; eighty-eight of the rare and 
early editions of the Bible; and a large num- 
ber of the Incunabula, or books print- 
ed before 1500, besides manuscripts, bre- 
viaries, and missals of a rare and 
costly character, the manuscripts including 
four copies of the Biblia Sacra Latina, three 


copies of the Koran on vellum, and the record 


of the Spanish Inquisition at Mallorca, which 
never has been printed. These are but a few 
of the great multitude of treasures oontained 
in the library which Mr. Probasco has been 
forming for many years past. Sixty-eight 
of the most famous art binders of the worid, 
beginning with Grolier and closing with 
Trautz-Bauzonnet and Bedford, all now dead, 
and all of whose work is growing more costly 
every year, are represented. The Probasco 
library indeed illustrates the art of binding 
more completely than any other in this coun- 
try. 

In the transfer of this library to Chicago 
Cincinnati has suffered a two- fold loss. Bin 
not long since that Mr. Probvasco’s i 
cent collection ef pictures was sold at auction, 
as that city declined to erect a gallery for them 
in consideration of their gift to it, It lost the 
paintings. Now it has lost this magnificent 
library. It is fortunate, however, that the col- 
lection ion has not been dispersed. The books 
are now nearly all here, and they will be pre- 
served in the Newberry, where they always 


vill remain. It is little less than a public 


calamity when a collection of this kind, made 


with the highest taste, judgment, and knowl. | 


Edge by a connoisseur, is broken up and scat- 
téred. Its acquisition is a matter over which 
not only the trustees and Librarian but all 
lovers of literature in the city and West may 
rejoice. It will add immensely to the value 
and richness of this great library, as it is so

LYNCHERS REPULSED BY A PRISONER. 


An Unsuccessful Attempt Made to Capture 
the Huntingdon, Tenn., Jail. 
Huntinepon, Tenn., Nov. 21.—The town is 
wild with excitement, and has been so for the 
last eighteen hours. Widdis, who murdered 
Constable Ross and his nephew a few days 
ago, was brought from Paris yesterday even- 
ing to have his preliminary ‘examination. A 
mob met the train at the depot, but the Sheriff 
had taken the prisoner from the train in the 
west end of town and carried him to jail. 
Jacob Ross, father of the murdered boy, 
persuaded the mob to let the law 
take its course. Instead of goin 
home many remained, and about 12 o’cloc 
last night surrounded the jail to prevent aid 
being given to the prisoner. At 1o0’clock all 
preparations were made and an attack was 
made on the jail. It was deserted, except by 
Widdis and two other prisoners. With sledge- 
hammers and cold-chisels the mob destroyed 
the lock on the outside door. 
was solid cast-iron an inch thick and perforated 
with holes two by three inches. ey could 
not break the door down, but broke outa 
piece twelve by eighteen inches. Two pris- 
oners were in the cells, but Widdis was in the 


Ed Coulter climbed through the hole. After he 
got in he claimed his pistol would not fire. 

nother was handed tohim. Then a report 
was heard and Coulter claimed he was shot. 
Sam Sellers started in to his assistance, when 
Widdis, or some one, shot, the ball entering 
Sellers’ face near the nose and lodging under 
the jaw bone on the opposite side. The mob 
dispersed after this. The prisoner was re- 
turned to Paris this morning without having 
had a prelimmary trial. if Sellers dies the 
Governor will have to send a regiment to pro- 
tect Widdis. 


THE INDICTMENTS ARE READY. 


Grand Jurors Dispose of the Whelan and 
Haggerty Cases. 

The grand jurors are wrestling with three 
important cases at present. They will turn 
in indictments Monday in the Tioga disaster 
and in the murder cases of ex-Ald. Whelan 
and “ Doc Haggerty. Seven witnesses were 
examined in the Hathaway-Whelan case yes- 
terday. All who appeared at the Coroner’s 
inquest were summoned. Matt Hogan, 
the owner of the State street saloon 
where the ex-Alderman met his death, 
was the first to have a hearing. Joba 
McGinnis, the companion of Mr. Whe- 
lan at the time of the tragedy, followed. 
Abe Congle, one of the first persons to enter 
the saloon after the shooting, told what he 
saw, and two of the waiters of the place cor- 
roborated his evidence. Police Officers Tom 
Trehorn and Charles McDonald gave an ac- 
count of the arrest of Hathaway. Lieut. Max 
Kipley also testified. As qu Tuley will not 
hold court until Monday the indictment will 
hold over. 

In the Haggerty case Dan McCarthy, Alex. 
Foster, John F. Higgins, W. J. McGarigle, 
and several bartenders and waiters Were sum- 
moned and their testimony heard. The in- 
dictment against Connorton is now ready to 
be handed to Judge Tuley.

The Electrical Exhibit. 


The electrical exhibit seems to be stirring 
up quite a row among electricians, and Gard- 
ner C. Sims, Chairman of the Committee on 
Electricity of the commission, seems to be, 

rhaps innocently, the cause of it. The fol- 

wing, clip from an electrical weekly, 
gives one side of the case: 

It is charged that Gardner Simms, Chairman of 
the World’s Fair Committee on Electricity, is de- 
termined to make the Edison system the domi- 
nant feature of the Exposition. Simms is inter- 
ested with Edison in some patent, and it is said 

an Edison man whom he will urge for the 
head of the “bureau.” We doubt very much 
whether any one-man power can be successfully 
exerted in the Exposition, and are of the opinion 
that even if Mr. Simms should prove as narrow- 
minded as reported everybody will, nevertheless, 
be given a show. 

In reply to this the following has been sent 
to Tun IBO: 

There is one 133 industry that will prob- 
ably reap benefits at the Fair far in excess of 
older lines of trade; an industry that was practi- 
cally unknown at the Centennial Exposition, yet 
today can show an investment of 000, 000 in 
capital and a staff of the brightest minds in the 
country—the electrical. Thus the expected re-

The Final Apportionment, 

The feature of the week in World's Fair 
circles was the settlement of the apportion- 
ment of the Fair, it is believed finally. It 
took many con and a heated debate to 
reach a conclusion, but the commission finally 
reached one and the Board of Directors must 

uiesce ; it can do nothing else. 

ackson Park will be the site, the Lake. 
Front will have three or four buildings, and 
Washington Park will get the overflow. The 
matter of apportionment was opened up the 
moment the Commissioners began to arrive. 
They objected so seriously to the Lake-Front 
apportionment, as decided by the Board of 
Directors, that the Lake-Front people began 
to back down, and at the meeting of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the commission Satur- 
day a resolutior was passed asking the Board 
of Directors to go before the South Park Com- 
missioners again and ask for Washington 
Park without restrictions. 

This opened up what promises to be the 
last site conflict, and Sunday was devoted to 
a discussion of it. There were no lar 
meetings but there were a number of private 
conferences with a view to reaching an agree- 
ment. The $5,000,000 bond question was also 
considered, it being desired by the directors 
that the bonds should be issued at once. 

Monday wg Ber Finance Committee 

k up the d question and decided not to 
issue them until $8,000,000 had been collected 
by the local corporation. 

At a conference of committees of the Com- 
mission and the Beard of Directors the local 
body was urged to go again to the South Park 
Commissioners, and finally agreed to do so. 

The Congressional Committee began its 
session the same day and heard the views of 
officers of the directory as to the situation.

NONE or THE OTHER COMMERCIAL 
CENTERS SO PROSPEROUS. 


The Financial Troubles of the East Have 
Less Effect on Business Here than.Else- 
where—The General Trade of the Coun- 
try Continues Large in Spite of the Spec- 
ulative Collapse, Though the General 
Average of Prices Is Falling—Wall 
Street Regaining Confidence, | 


weekly review of trade says: 

The marvel today is that the business 
world has been able to stand with so little 
disturbance thus far such shock and strain as 
the last two weeks have brought. With the 
assets of the largest commercial banking- 
house in Great Britain turned over to the 
Bank of England, with several stock failures 
here and one at Philadelphia, and some sav- 
ings banks besieged by ignorant depositors 
in a panic, the legitimate business of the 
country has hardly been affected at all 
as yet. Stringency has checked some 
buying, difficulty of making foreign exchange 
threatens to retard the movement of cotton, 
and a more conservative temper is seen in 
trading, but everyt thus far indicates a 
sounder condition of legitimate business than 
many supposed. The collapse of many great 
speculations has brought heavy losses, but 
the public has not been taking much part in 
such operations. It may be hoped that the 
financial institutions, forced at last to drop 
speculations which absorbed enormous cap- 
ital, will have more available after the storm 
has passed for the use of industry and com- 
merce, 

British losses by the shrinkage to South 
American stocks, nitrates, cedulas, and South 
African securities are estimated at $139,000,- 
000. The depression in American stocks since 
last spring has involved alossof more than 
$200,000,000, and in wheat and other products 
losses have been heavy. But the number of 
failures up to this has been smaller than was 
apprehended. 

While money markets are Vr tight 
there is still no unusual complaint as to col- 
lections, though renewals and rediscounts 
have been large. The volume of business 
continues to exceed that of any previous year 
at all clearing-houses outside New York by 
about 184 per cent forthe month thus far. 
Exports ve been checked, at New York 
falling 9 percent below last year’s for the 
month, but the imports here in half of No- 
vember exceed last year’s by 29 per cent. 

Prices are yielding, which will help exports 
of products. Wheat has fallen 4 cents during 
the week, corn about 2 cents, and oats 2 
cents, sales of 15,000,000 bushels wheat here 
indicating large liquidation. Cotton has 
fallen , coffee 4¢ cent, oil 45% cents, pork 75 
cents per barrel, and hogs 30 per 100 pounds; 
sugar is also 4 lower, tin is demoralized, lead 
weaker, and no takers are reported for copper 
at 16% cents. 

The general average of prices has fallen 144 
per cent this month, but is still about 7 per 
cent above that of the same date last year. 
Yet neither the shrinkage in prices nor the 
stringency in the money markets can he 
attribu to operations of the Treasury 
which has put out during the week $2,300,000 
more of the new silver notes, while taking in 
only $200,000 of other forms of money. The 
volume of currency in circulation outside the 
Treasury is now over $1,500,000,000, against 
$1,415,000,000 a year ago, but there are few in- 
terior markets at which more or less strin- 
gency is not reported, Baltimore, ‘Pittsburg, 
and Galveston are exceptions, being well sup- 
plied. Butat Chicago and most other points,

Cincinnati re- 
ports manufacturers busy, dry goods fairly 
active, and the carriage trade closing a very 
profitable season. Pittsburg notes fair busi- 
ness at all mills, no change in iron or steel, 
and good trade in glass. 

Ot the great centers Chicago fares the best, 
feeling Eastern troubles little. The movement 
of wheat and corn is slightly less than for the 
same week last year; cured meats, lard, but- 
ter, and cheese larger, and oats nearly double, 
but in dressed beef and hides there is a heavy 
decline, The oh ar trade equals last year, 
and the trade in clothing and shoes is endi 
a profitable season. 

ven at Boston and at Philadelphia the 
great failures are felt less in commercial cir- 
cles than might have been expected. At Phil- 
adelphia money 1s tight, and commercial 
paper almost unsalable, but the trade in wool 
improves, in groceries trade is good, though 
in tea coffee dull; in produce trade is 
fair, though collections are slow. Boston 
notes a quiet wool market. Lumber is in fair 
demand, and prices of boots and 
shoes are firm, though some _ grades 
are lower and hides 
are depressed. the whole the commercial 
outlook is decidedly more favorable than 
might have been expected, and while the de- 
mand for iron and rails is slack buyers hold- 
ing off as far as possible, the producers of 
finished form of iron and steel are generally 
well occupied and prices do not decline.

STOCKS NOW ADVANCING. 


After a Panicky Week, a Bull Movement

Nw York, Nov. 21.—[Special. ]}—The move- 
ment of speculation during the week has been 
a series of surprises.

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BULLS ADVANCE MAY WHEAT 10 61. 


A Shout of Victory Goes Up from the Pit— 
Corn Also Advances, 

The wheat market broke away from the 
bears yesterday and boomed upward 3 cents 
from the lowest figures. May wheat touched 
$1, evoking a tremendous yell of triumph 
from the bulls, who for years have regarded a 
rise to that point as a favorable augury of a 
greater advance. a 

The day was exciting and the volume of 
trade was heavy. The start was made 
with sales of May anywhere from 96% to 
N cents. The bulls were out in 
force, encouraged by the better aspect of 
financial affairs in the East and in London. 
Their first dash carried May to 97%, and it 
brought out the fact that there were plenty of 
outside buying orders in the market and be- 
sides that the heavier shorts were feeling their 
way to get out of the wet. There was a slight 
reaction; then another bulge of a cent, fol- 
lowed by a second fractional reaction, all in- 
side of the first hour. An hour later the final 
boom set in and continued with scarcely a 
serious check up to the closing hour. Par-

Senator Carlisle is a Presidential candidate.

The dispatches at the time said 
there had been some sort of an understanding 
between the Kentucky Senator and the ex- 
President, but didn’t tell what it was. 
Editor Watterson’s absence was because Don 
Dickinson had been given the subject on 
which the editor wanted to talk. Recent ut- 
terances of Col. W. R. Morrison have indicat- 
ed that this pioneer of tariff reform has soured 
on Cleveland. Ex-Congressman Phil Thomp- 
son Jr. of Kentucky, Carlisle’s bosom friend, 
has come out in an interview bitterly denoun- 
cing the ex- President for wanting to “hog” 
all the credit of the recent victory, and this is 
followed by Amos Cummings’ nomination 
of Carlisle. There is much resent- 
ment among the original tariff-reform Demo- 
crats at the effort of the Cleveland faction to 
claim the victory as a personal one. They say 
the ex-President stood back through the cam- 
paign while they were on the platform doing 
the work that won votes. As to the message 
of 1887, they point out that Morrison was years- 
ahead of Cleveland in urging legislation, while 
Carlisle’s speeches in the House were text- 
books in educating the masses when Cleveland 
was the obscure Sheriff of Erie County. The 
selfishness of Cleveland crops out rather prom- 
inently. Roger Q. Mills, faithful camp-fol- 
lower and worshiper of the ex-President that 
he is, will soon have a taste of it. His Speaker- 
ship candidacy is meeting quiet but 
potent opposition on the ground that 
Mills is an extremist and his selection 
would hurt Cleveland.

The Great Natural Wonder Near Honoluiu

Honolulu Bulletin: The latest news and 


photographs from the voleano, supplemented 


with reliable stories of eye-witnesses, testify 
that Hawaii’s natural wonder is probably at 


present the greatest volcanic phenomenon n 
the entire world. Much has been written arid 


many views and paintings have been made of 


the volcano, but nothing heretofore comes 


near equaling the present increasing state f 


frightful and continued activity. : 
Halemaumau is surrounded by a depressed 

circumference of about two and a half miles 

of intermittent activity. It is within this 


radius that many late visitors have thought 


they discovered new lakes, when, in fact, they 
were deceived by appearances. Blow hols 
are constantly forming around Halemaumiu 
—at one time thirteen were counted by J. J. 
Williams of Honolulu—which disc an ia- 
termittent stream of molten lava. his dis- 
charge is caught upon the thin shell of ldva 
formed over the surface of a hell of fire, and 
consequently, only partially cooling, forms a 
temporary tableland of lava, which is given-a 
lake-like . pulsation by the terrible 
heat beneath. But as soon as the 
center of activity shifts the table land siriks 
into the crust, and the r new lake 
is not here that the real 
center of volcanic activity exists, nor does the 
historic Halemaumau exhibit the same s 
of red-hot displacement that is exhibited in 
Dana Lake, the real center of disturbance. 
As all know, this lake is situated somewhat to 
the west of Halemaumiau, and has for a long 
time been gradually becoming a more notice- 
able feature of the volcano, and while, as 
around Halemaumau the cooling floor is in a 
constant state of change and increasing activ- 


ity, Dana Lake is at all times in a furious 


storm of molten ebullition beyond word de- 
scription. 8 

A dim outline, however, has been given of 
the great natural phenomenon by a series of 
most wonderful aay ng now being devel- 
oe at an art gallery in Honolulu. A series 
of five exposures, made as rapidiy as the 
plates could be exchanged, show some of the 
wonderful and unparalleled c which are 
momentarily going on. In this lake 100 fiery 
mountains, ranging from fifteen to forty feet 
in height, are in constant play and change. The 
lake is surrounded by a levee fomed by the 
constant play of the fire fountains, which de- 
EE 

vee is a wall o ck, g va, W 
at night, as fresh lava falls u it, flashes 
into a tiery. embankment, mar the entire 
circumference of the lake. 

The usual scene of volcanic action has been 
the gredual breaking up and reforming of 
centers of activity, while now the entire de- 

ression of two and a half miles in circum- 

erence mentioned, containing both Halemau- 
mau and Dana Lake as centers of greatest 
activity, is in a constant and increasing state 
of frightful and unexampled commotion. The 
trail across the original floor of the crater is, 
however, in no danger, and tourists are en- 
abled to get one of best views possible, of 
the volcano. There is great danger on the 
floor of the lower depression, and some of the 
incidents related by Mr. Williams, who has 
furnished the data for this short sketch, ate 
full of thrilling adventure. 

Many tourists have visited the volcano since 
the present state of wonderful activi ‘ 
and from all accounts, and by a judicious 
interpretation of historic analogies of former 
times, it is believed that the center of disturb- 
ance will be largely increased and continued

{(1) There is no such term as “debenture” 
stock. A debenture really means nothing more 
than an evidence of debt. In England it has that 
broad meaning. Here we have lately restricted 
the word to mean a bond not secured by a mort- 
gage on a specific piece of property—that is, a 
bond which is really nothing more than a note of 
a corporation. 

(2) A preferred stock has a right to dividends 
up to a certain per cent before dividends may be 
declared on the common stock. 

(3) A cumulative preferred stock carries the right 
to a lien on net earnings ahead of common stock 
until current and accrued dividend rights are dis- 
charged. For example, if a 6 per cent cumulative 
preferred stock were to receive no dividends for 
two years owing to insufficient earnings the passed 
dividends would be a permanent lien on net earn- 
ings until paid and would have to be paid before 
any dividond could be declared on common stock. 

(4) A“ bull” is Stock Exchange slang to desig- 
nate an operator interested in having the market 
price of stocks advance; a “bear” is interested 
in seeing the market decline. An operator carry- 
ing stocks for a rise is a“ bull”; one selling 
short,“ expecting to buy at a lower price to fill 
his contract, is a bear.

“ritory newspapers have at last chronicled the 


death of James Stockworth. Even after the 
deceased gentleman was comfortably located 
six feet under ground the Wyoming journals 
treated his name with the greatest respect 
and only casually referred to the fact that he 
was known throughout the West as Bloody 
Jim,” and also to the fact that for several 
years he had terrorized the section where he 
lived and many graves scattered broadcast 
over the country are ocoupied by the victims 
of his excitable temper and wonderful shoot- 


ng, ’s record in the East was unknown, and 
nobody seemed to care much about it.

Past Finding Out Are the Ways of the 
Publie Works Department— The Poor 
Result Obtained from the Money Spent 
Contractors Way Behind Hand—Com- 
plaints of Favoritism—Slow Progress on 
the New Water Tannel—Other Munici- 


pal News. 

In March, 1889, the Council appropriated 
$300,000 for an electric light plant for the city. 
Last March the Council appropriated $200,000, 
1 with the general appro- 
priation for lighting. There is not a 
great deal to show for this large expenditure. 
All the money, it is true, is not spent. The 
greater portion is. At the rate of expenditure 
so far it would take $100,000,000 to supply the 
whole city with an electric light plant. 

The expenditure of the money has been left 
largely to the Department of Public Works. 
of which the fiscal arrangements and general 
methods are past finding out. In the previous 
year $40,000 only was appropriated for electric 
light. About $25,000 was added to that from 
the general fund. The result was electric 
lights on Madison street from Michigan avenue 
to Ashland avenue, along the river from its 
mouth to Van Buren street, six months after 


The result of the appropriation of $300,000 
the following year was a patch of electric 
lighting around Milwaukee avenue and Indi- 
ana street and another little district along 
Clark street to Division and along Chicago 
avenue, The lights were not in order until 
nine months after the appropriation. Part of 
the sum set apart was not expended during 
the year owing to a quarrel with Warren F. 
Leland and the bungling of the city officers. 
The amount appropriated in March for the 
plant in the ,Eleventh Ward, with the power

OF AN ILL-FATED COUPLE.

Sir Edwin Arnold writes a pretty Japanese 
love story in the London Telegraph: 

We find our way to a door in a wooden 
fence leading into an old burying-ground.

Young Gompachi on a certain unlucky day 
quarreled with a companion and, drawing his 
sword upon him in the court, fought with and 
killed him.

It was u wild time everywhere, and he 
put up one night in an inn where a gang of 
robbers lived, some six or seven, who could

Gompachi answered:+ “Greatly I 
thank you, O Ko-Murasaki San! but I will not 
have you hazard one hair ef your beautiful 
head for my sake: Steal out of the house and 
wait in the shadow of the bamboos for me. As 
soon as I have tied up my sleeves and fastened 
back my hair I will come to you, and if any 
seek to stay me I will kill them.“ 

Accordingly she went out, and while Com- 
pachi was putting on his day-dress the thieves 
stealthily entered by another door, withdrawn 
swords, but were disconcerted to find the 
young Samurai leap upon them, his long 
sword in one hand, and in the other the Ai 
Kuchi, the dirk, to guard and dispatch. Two 
of the knaves he instantly cut down, slashed 
the arm from an r, and from another the 
leg, so that the survivors, being terrified, made 
way for him, and then calmly wiping his Katana 
with white paper before sheathing it, he came 
where Little Wild Indigo” waited trem- 
bling for him in the bamboos. Reassuring her 
he conducted her to Mikawa, to her father’s 
house, where they overwhelmed him with 
thanks, and would have kept him asa son of 
the establishment, but that he said a Samurai 
must live by his sword, and so he would go to 
take service with some lord.

the stuff they print. Her writing is principally 


along the line of specials supposed to be of 
general interest to women and adapted for the

variable rule that the sillier and more trashy 
of her screeds are widely copied in the news-

When a paper has 
women writers upon its staff even, who are 
expected to furnish original articles for 
the woman’s column, they seldom have much
